M No. only the basic course 
known as Military Science 1 and 
Military Science II will lx* offered 
at Martin. 

S What credit is allowed the 
student for Military Science 0 

M Three quarter - hours per 
year or six quarter-hours for the 
basic course will be granted. The 
parent I’niversity has pursued 
this plan for many years 
S Can you tell me anything 
about the content of the basic 
course ? 

M The basic course will con¬ 
sist of two hours formal instruc¬ 
tion per week and one two-haur 
drill ami instruction period for a 
minimum of 32 weeks per year. 
First year basic military instruc¬ 
tion will include military policy, 
military organization, evolution of 
warfare, maps and aerial photo¬ 
graphs, hygiene and first aid. mil¬ 
itary psychology and personnel 
management, geographical foun¬ 
dations of national power, mili¬ 
tary problems of the United 
States, and leadership drill and 
command. Second year basic 
course will include leadership 
drill and exercises of command. ,

of service the ROTC student may 
be interested in when he enters 
the advanced ROTC. This is very 
heartening news, and I look for¬ 
ward to the time when it can be 
fully clarified. 

S- Is the University adopting 
this new program? 

M It is. and The University 
is to be congratulated upon the • 
acceptance of this new program. 
It will be much more pleasing 
to all students in the basic course.

I have heard something 
about deferment assignments un¬ 
der ROTC What is it " 

M The Martin Branch will be 
given a quota of (fefeiment as¬ 
signments to be awarded those 
ROTC students who are interest¬ 
ed in the four-year program, cul¬ 
minating in the student's gradua¬ 
tion and in receiving a commis¬ 
sion Students who are interested 
in signing up for this program 
are given a deferment assign¬ 
ment The deferment assignment 
will mean that a student will be 
exempt from Selective Service 
throughout the four-year period 
provided he keeps himself in good 
standing. 

S May not the student be lie¬ 
fer red on the basis of his academ¬ 
ic record ? 

M Yes. At the end of the 
freshman year those male stu¬ 
dents who are ranked in the up¬ 
per half of their class are subject 
to deferment by their Draft 
Boards. Students who rank in 
the upper two-thirds of the male 


students in their sophomore year 
and also for their junior year are 
subject to deferment. Deferment 
o naccount of the academic record 
is from year to year A deferment 
assignment under ROTC may bi- 
good for the entire college pro¬ 
gram. 

S If I accept a deferment un¬ 
der ROTC and later change rr:y 
mind, what can I do about it ’ 

M At any time a student de¬ 
cides that he is ready for serv¬ 
ice in the Armed Forces and de¬ 
sires to rejKirt to his Draft Board 
or to the A.:r Force Recruiting 
Station or to any other recru:'- 
mg agency, he may. if accepted, 
be released without question from 
his deferment assignment under 
ROTC and its training program. 

S Finally, will you clarify fur 
me the purpose of college ROTC ' 

M The objective of college 
ROTC is to develop the qualities 
of leadership required in both 
military and civil enterprises and 
to impart specialized knowledge 
and skills. Specifically. ROT< ’ 
courses are designed to qualify 
men for Reserve Commissions.

All senior courses required for 
the senior class working toward 
the B.S. Degree will be offered in 
19f)2-f>3 in addition to the junior 
courses given last year following 
the. expansion ot the UTMB cur¬ 
riculum to include four years of 
training in Home Economics and 
Agriculture. 

The additional courses given 
for upper division work in Home 
Keonomies will help girls in 
homemaking or in preparation 
for a career in several of the dif¬ 
ferent Home Economics fields. 
The curriculum is designed to in¬ 
clude a balanced educational pro¬ 
gram based on the cultural needs, 
the citizenship responsibilities, 
and the homemaking interests of 
young women. The major empha¬ 
sis in the curriculum for the up- 
per division will bo on Home and 
I Family Living. School Lunch 
Management. Merchandizing of 
Textiles and Clothing. Crafts, and 
Home Furnishings. 

Among the new courses are: 

Management of the Home— 
girls learn to solve Home Man¬ 
agement problems by living in a 
family sized unit and applying 
principles of Home Economics to 
living in a Home Management 
House; 

Advanced Food Study a study 
of family food problems and plan¬ 
ning and securing the family food 
supply. This study emphasizes 
food standards and costs in re¬ 
lation to home food production, 
buying practices, preparation and 
preservation. 

Advanced Home Furnishings— 
a study of the improvements of 
the home, planning and redeco¬ 
rating the house and new’ furni¬ 
ture arrangements, upholstering 
and the making of slip covers, 
planning new window treatments; 
making new accessories with 
home tools, such as lamps, book- 
ends. and candlesticks; designing, 
hand decorating and making of 
draperies. 

Textiles a study of the proper¬ 
ties of the different textile fibers, 
yarns and fabrics as a basis for 
the selection of textiles for fami¬ 
ly use. 

Quantity Food Preparation and 
Buying- this practical laboratory 
and In line course will help Home¬ 
makers in working with church 
u d.ips or community organiza¬ 
tions on occasions when help is 
needed in serving large groups of 
people. This course wilU'tielp 
girls interested in a career to 
qualify for work in the School 
la n h Program or for training 
in fields of administrative or hos¬ 
pital dietetics. 

The University of Tennessee, 
Martin Blanch, is very proud to 
< ! f e r specialized training in 
Srhool Lunch Management and 
supervision as a service to the 
people of Tennessee. There is a 
gn-.it need for women trained in 
this work. Every county is now 
conducting some type of Srhool 
Lunch Program, but in many 
o;i-;oy truined • supervisors cannot 
be found to help with these coun- 
: v pi o„rams. The University of 
: • ’ yui-e. Martin Branch, has an 
opportunity to lead in the develop- 

i. in o. SchoAl Lunch Training in 
the South because all the states 
have the same acute shortage of 
trained School Lunch personnel, 
hut are not situated to give due 
emphasis to this need. 

The lower division program in 
general Home Economics is being 
• oulinued at UTMB. The first two 
years of study is designer! pri¬ 
marily to further the students 
personal development and to 
broaden her general education. In 
addition she will begin her ac¬ 
quaintance with career opportuni¬ 
ties in Home Economics and build 
a foundation of training for the 
| more specialized curriculum of 
i the last two years. 

Moves to New Quarters 

Mr. Wishart states that several 
major improvements and facilities 
have been added to his depart¬ 
ment. One new piece of equip¬ 
ment which he feels will be of 
especial interest to everyone is 
a BlaekLight Demonstration Cabi¬ 
net for the display of fluorescent 
minerals.
